SHOT THE WRONG 


In Oroville J. B. Espev seduced the 
Wife of E.R.Sproulte, Who Killed 
. Jas. Andrews by Mistake. 


OROVILLE, Sep. 27. 
A Coroner’s inquest on the body of 
James Andrews, shot by E. R. 


| Sproule, found that he had been shot 


twice by a double-barreled gun—once 
under the right arm, close up, and 
once in the right side, about the teath 
rib, and that the shots were fired by 
E. R. Sproule with intent to kill J. B. 
Espey. Yourreporter had an inter- 
iew with the prisoner this evening in 

jail, and he expressed a willingness to 
tell a full story of his wrongs aad of 
the shooting. A brief statement of 
his story is that he has been for some 
time in the employ of Espey at his 
summer ranch at Franklyn Hill, in 
Plumas county; chat last winter he 
arranged with Espey to keep his fam 

ily at the place where the shuoting oc- 
curred, he to pay a monthly stipend 
for their keeping during the winter, 
while he was away at work to earn a 
living for them. Espey succeeded in 
seducing his wife last Spring, and she 
returned to him (Sproule) at Franklin 
Hill, where they have since resided; 
that only a week ago he first discov- 
ered her dishonor, and hetold Espey, 
who was thea there,-to pever again 
speak to him or his wife or he would 
shoot him on sight. That day, or 
soon after, he discovered by an inter- 
cepted letter that his wife and Espey 
had arranged for a correspondence un- 
der assumed names, and this so mad- 
dened him that he at once started on 
foct for his place, about 75 miles 
away, with full intent to kill him on 
sight. He arrived atthe place after 
dark, and by enquiring of a ocighbor 
had learned Espey’s whereabouts and 
that he was shortly expected home. 
He posted himself by the stable, and 
shortly a wagon drove up, and the 
person driving got out and unohitched 
the team and then stood waiting for 
some time before he put the horses 
away; that when he started to do so 
he (Sproule) stepped out and fired at 
him twice and he fell, and that then 
he started for town to give himself up. 
He desired to have met and shot Es- 
pey in broad daylight. He is much 
affected over his fatal mistake, and 
breaks down in conversation when ail- 
luding to it. ?

‘the purpose of discovering the proba- 


ble course of the ball, attracted so 
much attention. They were invited 
to inspect the drawings which are be- 
ing made to accompany a detailed 
statement of the autopsy, which will 
be published in the New York Medi- 
cul Record of October 1, signed by all 
the surgeons. This report is the work 
of Dr. Woodward,of the United States 
army. Careful comparisons and the 
preparation ofa statement of record, 
and its‘drewings with the viscera and 
injured bones weré made in order that 
there shall be an opportunity for 
intelligent discussion and to prevent 
captious criticism. The viscera 
was found to be perfectly pre- 
served, and was in as good 
condition for dissection as when first 
taken from the body. The lungs, 
liver, kidneys, pancreas, gall, bladder, 
and colon are there, and show the 
effects of injuries from the passage of 
the ball. Also, suppuration surfaces 
of abscesses, pus gathering and rup- 
tured mesenteric artery. A most in- 
teresting specimen was the encysted 
bed of the ball, into which the ball 
was fitted to-day. The conclusions of 
Dr. Schrody and Professor Weisse are 
that great skiil and care had been 
displayed in the preservation of the 
parts, and that the statements of the 
bulletin publishing the first accounts 
of the autopsy were absolutely correct, 
and that nothing had been concealed. 


Guitteau’s Case, 
WASHINGTON, Septe mber 27. 

District Attorney Corkhill this 
morning called on Guitteau in jail, 
and officially notified him that the 
Grand Jury will take up the case 
againstghim next Monday, the first 
day ofits reassembling. Corkhill in- 
formed Guitteau so that he may pro- 
cure counsel and prepare for his de- 
fense. Guitteau merely said that he 
was ready and would secure counsel. 
The Grand Jury will probably indict 
Guitteau, and he will be arranged for 
trial without delay. 

Guitteau’s boast that he would have 
eminent counsel is his usual big talk, 
aud he can only think of his brother- 
in-law Scoville, of Chicago, who may 
aid him. It would be difficult for the 
Court to find counsel who would de- 
fend him or utter a word that would 
tend to save his neck. Guitteau still 
believes that if he could escape mob 
violence and get a fair trial he would 
be acquitted. He is sure the Ameri- 
can people will now transfer their sym- 
pathies from that lump of clay, Gar- 
field, to himself. He expresses no 
remorse, but gloats over his success, 
though he is in a constant state of 
fear since Garfield died, and if he 
hears any unusual noise, or steps of 
more than one person approaching 
his cell he endeavors to hide under his 
bed. He is a _ pusillanimous coward. 
He says he cannot bé tried for mur- 
der because no malice can be shown— 
that Garfield’s death was .a political 
necessity. 


Blaine Will Resign. 
W astineton, September 27. 

It is stated positively by an intimate 
friend of Blaine that he has deter- 
mined to leave the Cabinet and will 
resign in a few days and will not re- 
turn to Washington tor some time, as 
hia associations atthe State Depart- 
ment are now painful te him, in view 
of his intimate relations with the late 
President. Department affairs are in 
such shape that there will be no diffi- 
culty to a new man. It is stated, also, 
that he expects the President to con- 


‘struct anew Cabinet, and thinke he 


ought to do so. The Secretary has 
stopped his fine, pew residence, now 
in process of erection, and the build- 
ing materials are for sale. ;

Elko county has fixed the assess- 
ment on the main line of the Central 
Pacific at $6,000 per mile, and it is 
not probable that the assessment will 
be raised in that county. 

In Eureka, Assessor Wallace has as- 
sessed the C. P, at $9,000 per mile. 

The Assessor of Humbolt county 
adopted the company's figures of 
$6,000 per mile. The Board of Equal- 
ization raised the assessment to $16,- 
000 a mile on the main track, and 
nearly double the valuation of rolling 
stock as given by the company. 

Washoe county assessed the main 
track at $15,000 per mile. . Controller 
Hallock requested an advance to $16- 
000 a mile, which the Board of Equal- 
ization denied. 

In Lander county the Assessor as- 
sessed the main line at $16,000 per 
mile, side-track $10,000 per mile and 
the rolling stock at four times the 
company’s valdation. 

The Assessor of) Lyon county ac- 
cepted the figures df the Virginia and 
Truckee Railroad) Company -$6,090 
per nile on main track.

The narrow-gauge roads have been 
assessed as follows: Eureka and Pal- 
isade (Eureka county), $5,500 per 
mile; Nevada Central (Lander county ) 
$4,500 per mile; Carson and Colorado 
(Lyon county), $4,000 per mile. The 
xbove figures are fromthe Carson Ap- 
peal. In Storey county the Assessor 
has valued the main track of the Vir- 
ginia and Truckee Hailroad Company 
at $16,000 and the side track at $5,-

day next.
